The ease with which this small 
amount may be made and stored away 
appeals to the modern cook.

cover pots, several slips of bright paper,

Empty the quart of raspberries into 
the colander, picking out any leuves or 
spoor berries. Run lukewarm water 
through the berries to remove dust or 
grit. Let drain of all water. 

Place the well-drained raspberries in 
the saucepan and mash a few berries 
to afford some juice in which they 
may cook. Turn the sugar into a shal- 
low pan: and heat through in the gas 
oven. 

Set the saucepan of berries over a 
medium flame and watch that they do 
not scorch. The second the boiling 
begins, look at the clock. For five 
minutes the berries must boil merrily. 
Should a heavier jam be desired, the 
boiling time may be,extended two or 
three minutes. 

At the end of five’gminutes’ boiling, 
take the heated sugar from the oven 
(remembering to turn off the oven 
heat) and add to the boiling berries, 
mixing with a large spoon to prevent 
the sugar settling and scdrching. When 
the berries and sugar begin boiling 
over the entire surface, look at the 
clock. Let them boil three minutes 
only, then tutn off. the heat. 

The two pint jars, rubbers and cov- 
ers, or the small pots and their covers 
are waiting in the. pot of boiling water. 
Drain the jars or pots from the water 
and fili nearly full of the hot Jam. If 
pint jars are used, wipe with damp 
cloth, adjust the rubbers and covers 
and seal; then turn upside down to 
cool. If the small pots are used, fill 
each pot within a fourth inch of the 
top; this space is intended for the 
melted paraffin. Pour over a thin 
coating at once, and when the jam has 
cooled add a second and heavier layer. 
Cover as desired. 

Paste a bright paper label bearing 
the name of the. jam and the date 
upon each container and store in a 
dry, cool place.

When and where have men been sent 
to learn better types of housing for our 
schoo] children? 

“Special attention was given to rep- 
tile houses—that they might be the 
best in the world. Does not some one 
covet for Washington the same repu- 
tation for school houses? 

“Plans are being made for electric 
installation for heating. lighting and 
ventilatton for these reptile houses. It is 
even intended to equip some with 
vitra-glass to admit violet sun rays. 

“Children in the portables sit in 
dark rooms on a cloudy day, straining 
their eyes. or not seeing at all—simply 
make a guess at their work, for there 
is no artificial light. On cold days 
they huddle around a stove, being sent 
home on the coldest days to avoid 
actual suffering. In one group of porta- 
bles where the roof was torn off by 
a strong wind children became hys- 
terical at any sign of wind. All toilets 
are outside, uncomfortable and diffi- 
cult to keep in a sanitary condition. 
Before the Home and School Associa- 
tion purchased benches the children 
sat On the floor for class recitations. 

“They would burn like a cracker box, 
be mere playthings forea strong wind 
and are sieves in a heavy rain. 

“Mothers are not ‘dogs in a manger. 
They want the zoo animals well cared 
for, their houses warm and light and 
ventilated. They want the snakes— 
the beautiful, slimy, crawling things— 
to be comfortable. But have they not 
a right to expect as much for their 
boys and girls?”

SCHOOLS IN BAD FIX 

There is another story! 

Rotting sills and pilings, unsanitary 
pools of stagnant water and floors 
which shock as they walked over them 
greeted two inspectors from the office 
of the District Building Inspector as 
they commenced their inspection tour 
of the first group of the District of 
Columbia portable schools. 

The first four of the singie-room 
frame structures visited were those at 
the Jefferson Junior High School, 
where the engineers spent more than 
an hour making their examination. 

The second portable of this group 
was found in very poor condition. The 
wood sills and pilings showed evident 
signs of decay, brought on, it is be- 
lieved, by the absence of down drain- 
spouis, which permitted the roof water 
to splash in heavy streams at the cor- 
ners of the building. The water formed 
in puddles around the building, envel- 
oping the timbers in places. 

Inspection of the downspouts’ which 
are not connected with sewers, indi- 
cated that even when they are in place 
these drains merely carry the rainwater 
out onto the playground, where it must 
evaporate or soak in. The indications 
were that these drains had been out of 
position, damaged, or lacking for many 
months. As the inspectors plodded the 
floors inside the buildings the walls 
and detached equipment shook under 
the vibration of their weight. 

The third portable of tHis group was 
found to be in much the same condi- 
tion as the second. The fourth was in 
a slightly better condition. The first 
building was a little better than the 
second and third, but had been con- 
siderably weakened by constant re- 
moval from one site to another, 


PORFABLE SCHOOLS 


Washington is interested also in the 
facts relating to the portable schools 
which were recently disclosed. These 
were that in 1927 a near tornado tore 
the roof off a portable, from which 
the children had just been removed by 
a teacher who had the presence of mind 
to get them into the main building; 
that in March of this year portables on 
Grant R6ad near Connecticut Avenue 
and others in Wesley Heights were. sim- 
llarly damaged by -a storm, which
